"Our 
chief concern should be to prepare 


so that those who come hereafter may be 
better off than we. 
Every 
true 
man 


yearns to make the future of his children 
better than his own. It is the instinct of 
the progressive man t'hat his son shall 
ba better than himself—live purer and 
have better opportunity than the present 
generation. 
"The normal family called human is 
monogamist—one man joined f.o one wo- 
man. 
Monogamy roots back of the hu- 
man race. OfTend against U, and you sow 
L'he seeds of disintegration 
and 
decay. 
The normal family can only be' one man 
and one woman, joined indlssolubly by 
the child life born of them twain. The 
normal, human family must have children 
In it. Those who consider .the possibility 
of disjoining those joined 
together 
in 
wedlock would separate those who should 
be and are indlssolubly one. Civil 
law 
is not the ultimate msasure of what is 
safe for the state.

OPPOSED TO INDIRECTION. 


I am opposed to the Bay Cities plan 


because it seeks to do by indirection 
what the people really want to do di- 
rectly. If I -was a member of a rifle 
team and went to a match to shoot 
I should aim at the bull's eye; not at 
the space 
beside it, or near it,'or 


around it, but at the bull's eye. 


The Contra Costa Water Company 


has been unduly burdensome, the peo- 
ple think. 
Then why not direct our 


efforts to get its plant and forever re- 
move from our midst 
this 
fruitful 


cause of strife and bickering? 


Fifth—I am opposed to the Bay Cit- 


ies plan on account of what I consider 
the needless inconvenience it entails 
to oar citizens for an indefinite per- 
iod. 


Our streets are bad enough now, but 


if we are to enter upon the construc- 
tion of an entire new 
distributing 


First—I believe that if the Bay Cit- 


ies -water plan is adopted it will in- 
crease rather than decrease litigation. 


WHY THE SCHEME IS BAD. 


These are my reasons: 
The C. C. W. Co. has in good faith 


invested money in the construction of 
its plant; first, upon a franchise which 
is an express promise or guarantee of 
returns and protection to its vested 
rights. 


Since the expiration'of that charter 


the city has entered into 
contracts 


with 
the 
company 
and 
performed 


many other acts in the same manner 
as if such charter were still in exist- 
ence; this raises certain legal pre- 
sumptions in the 
company's 
favor. 


What protection the city has enjoy- 
ed from fire since the expiration of 
the charter has been accorded by the 
C. C. W. Co, and this fact and 
the 


city's reliance upon it, has raised cer- 
tain legal equities in the company's 
favor. Now, the point I wish to em- 
phasize is that whether this state- 
ment of their case is strong enough 
for them to win upon ultimately or 
not, It certainly affords a wide ground 
for litigation. 


CITY HAS ALWAYS LOST. 


The C. C. Co. is represented by the 


best counsel obtainable, who will not 


. be slow to see the advantages, if any, 


in the above statements. 


If the Bay Cities plan should achieve 


all it hopes it could do no more than 
compel the C. C. W. Co. to abandon 
the field. This is in effect confisca- 
tion of their property, which is ob- 
jectionable upon two grounds. First, 
it is not right—it would be a wrong, 
and two wrongs never make a right. 
Second, it is questionable whether the 
C. C. W. Co. would not have grounds 
for a damage suit against the city, 
and if it recovered the city would be 
compelled to pay the value of 
the 


C. C. plant in damages. 


But the success of the Bay Cities 


plan could hardly result in the com- 
pulsory retirement of the C. C. W. Co. 
from the field. 


In that eVent it would remain a 


competitor with the city. 
CONFISCATION 
IS 
IMPOSSIBLE. 


The law allows any company fur- 


nishing water for consumption a cer- 
tain prescribed rate, which rate 
is 


based upon the expenditures of snch 
company so furnishing water. These 
expenses so far as they are legitimate, 
will not be greatly reduced by the 
presence of another plant 
furnishing 


water. Suppose then the C. C. W. Co. 
files with the proper authorities its 
bill of particular items of expense; 
the city must fix a water rate in pur- 
suance to the law and the facts. Does 
a'ny reasonable man suppose that the 
city could fix a lower or discriminat- 
ing rate in favor of its own plant? 
If not, how are the water charges to 
be materially lowered to consumers? 


But, in addition to these 
fruitful 


sources of litigation there is much 
grotad for fighting in the courts at 
the very source of the water supply 
the Bay Cities Company proposes to 
furnish. 
Suits are already filed and 


waiting for hearing enjoining the Bay 
Cities Company from diverting- waters 
of the Coyote Creek basin and dis- 
tributing them to towns and cities out- 
side Santa Clara county. 
One such 


blue prints that cost not more than a 
few dollars. What proof have we that 
they have any watershed or any sup- 
ply of water that they can ever get 
into Oakland, even if we, the citizens 
of this city, should vote them the sev- 
eral millions of dollars? What better 
off would we be then than now? I am 
first, last and all the time In favor 
of the city owning its own water 
plant, but instead of buying a "cat in 
a bag," I would favor buying the ex- 
isting plant of the Contra Costa, Water 
Company. I think we could very eas- 
ily come to terms ii! a fair committee 
from the city officers and one from the 
C. C. W. Co. could get together and 
by obliterating the spirit of strife.from 
the case, could determine on a price 
that if not wholly satisfactory to the 
citizens, would be much better than to 
keep tip .this continual quarrel 
one 


year after another. 


As a physician, I am satisfied that 


the water we now have Is fully its 
good, if not better, than the Bay Cit- 
ies Company could furnish. 
So let us 


vote the bonds down and either let 
well enough alone or try and acquire 
in a legitimate way the plant now In 
operation and supplying as good 
a 


grade of water as can be furnished 
from any available source, and even 
though their, price does seem high, we 
are getting something tangible and do 
not have to wait for years to know 
what we would get, as would be the 
case by accepting the Bay Cities prop- 
osition.

AN ADDRESS AGAINST BONDS. 


They Say the Bay Cities Scheme Will In- 


volve the City in Disaster By Increas- 


ing Taxes and Driving Capital 


Away—Plant Will Not Pay. 


The leading real 
estate flrms in 


Oa-kland have joined in issuing the 
following address setting forth their 
reasons for opposing the proposed wa- 
ter bond issue: 


"The question whether or not the 


city should bond itself for about $6,- 
000,000 to acquire a municipal water 
supply is one of the utmost import- 
ance. 
It affects all classes of thl& 


community, owners of real estate, im- 
proved or unimproved, owners of per- 
sonal property, tenants who own no 
property, all the borrowing and lend- 
ing classes indeed, everybody within 
our corporate limits. 
It not 
only 


affects all these directly, but indirect- 
ly, as it may affect the future pros- 
perity and welfare of the city it is o£ 
the utmos* consequence to their in- 
terests. 


"The undersigned 
a<"e 
rcal 
estate 


dealers. As such, and as a part of 
their business, they are familiar with 
the value of properties, they are in 
constant 
touch and communication 


"ivith Lhe borrowing and the 
lending 


classes, and they understand, as it is 
their business to understand, the ef- 
fect, favorable or unfavorable, which 
any plan involving the city of Oak- 
land. a=i this proposes to do, may have 
upon the future of the municipality. 


"We here declare to our fellow-citi- 


zens that the effect of this bond prop' 
osition. if carried, upon them and upon 
our community, will 
be 
absolutely 


disastrous. 


"Having thus stated our belief, we 


invite your consideration to a few of 
the reasons upon which 
that 
belief 


rests. 


1.—THE AMOUNT OF WATER. 
"It is said that Oakland will receive 


a supply from the Bay Cities' source 
of 20.000.000 gallons 
per day, but, 


clearing awny all legal difficulties and 
all engineering features, no one pre- 
tends, not even the engineers nor the 
Bay Cities Company itself, to guar- 
antee that any such supply can be ob- 
tained. It is conceded that the data 
as to rainfall upon the area of the wa- 
tershed 3s wholly incomplete and al- 
most totally lacking. The report of 
the engineers recently employed 
was 


admittedly hurriedly made. Mr. Des- 
mond Fitzgerald, an engineer of higb 
standing to whom this city paid $2500 
for his ser» ices in this ve -y matter, 
stated that there was not 
sufficient 


available data to justify 
assumption 


that there .'.ould be sufficient water, 
and condemned it as to quality of wa- 
ter, and as to structural features of 
the work. Mr. Fitzgerald, in his re- 
port, stated that a proper examination 
of a question so vital to the city would 
require months ot time. It is admit- 
ted that the engineers spent four days 
upon the watershed. 


II.—QUALITY OF WATER. 


"Mr. Fitzgerald declared that 
he 


could not approve of the quality of the 
water which might be delhered from 
this source 
Xo answer that we have 


ever seen has ever been made to this, 
paving a itatement by Mr. Beale of the. 
Bay Cities Company to the effect that 
the same objection would 
apply to 


new water from whatever source the 
city proposed to obtain it. 


111.—LEGAL OBJECTIONS. 


"There is no one that will not 
say 


that the busaness-like method of pro- 
cedure In a case like this would be for 
the seller to prove what he has, to 
make an offer of property with mer- 
chantable title, and then call upon the 
buyers to say w hether or not they are 
•willing to pay for it the price, asked. 
In this case the remarkable request is 
made of our citizens that they shall 
vote all of these bonds, and after vot- 
ing them a contact shall be drawn up 
between 
the 
parties. 
Everybody 


knows that fierce and protracted liti- 
gation is certain to follow the attempt 
of the Bay Cities Company to divert 
any of these waters. The Spring Vat- 
ley "Water Company of San Francis- 
co, a 
$50.000,000 
corporation, has 


served its notice upon the Bay Cities 
Company and upon the city of Oak- 
land that it claims all of the waters 
and will, in every* way, assert its rights 
to them. The only answer which the 
Bs*y Cities Company makes to this is 
that they expect such litigation, to go 
ahead, they are prepared to defend it. 
It thus appears that the city of Oak- 
land is asked to bond itself for $6,- 
000,000 to buy law- suits, the cutcome 
of which no one will guarantee. 
We 


say, therefore, upon this point that the 
only proper method of presenting the 
ajnestion.to the voters of Oakland, be- 
fore they are asked to vote away their 
*-vn and the city's credit, is that a 
•peoifte contract should be drawn up 
to which the Bay CtUes asserts and 


which meets the approval of the legal 
advisers of the city; that the voteis 
should be given an 
opportunity to 


study the terms and conditions of this 
contract and thus be enabled to vote 
Intelligently upon^the 'question. Only 
b> this method can they \ote intel- 
ligently upon it 
This is what you 


would do in your private affairs, this 
is what we would do in our private 
affairs 
The endeavor to 
have 
the 


bond election precede the framing of 
the contract is itself sufficient to the 
thinking man to condemn the 
whole 


proposition, for, after the bondb 
are 


voted and after we have thus lost the 
right of control in the matter, 
who 


can tell what sort of contract will be 
entered into; who can say how pru- 
dently matters will he managed, who 
will guarantee that our rights will be 
safeguarded, and that there will not 
be a careless, or reckless, or wanton 
dissipation oC the city's money? The 
temptation will be great and the peo- 
ple will have lost the power to put any 
effective check upon it. 


IV.—A COMPETITIVE SUPPLY. 
"The proposition involves the ac- 


quisition by the city of a water supply 
while the existing Contra Costa "Water 
Company is still in the field. In other 
words, the city proposes to enter into 
competition with the 
existing corn- 


pans*. As to this it has been said by 
the Bay Cities Company that by so do- 
ing the city of Oakland will reap an 
enormous profit 
To this the 
public 


question was asked of the president of 
the company, why, if that were so, 
they did not proceed with their works, 
themselves enter the field as competi- 
tors, and thus reap this large 
profit 


themselves? No answer to this very 
pertinent question has ever been made, 
and yet the common sense of everyone 
of us tells us that, if there were any 
assurance, of profit in the expenditure 
of this amount of money and the en- 
tering into competition with an exist- 
ing supply, the 
promoters 
of 
the 


scheme, being men of financial stand- 
ing and men who do not pretend to be 
actuated by 
benevolent or 
philan- 


thropic motives, would develop their 
own properties and reap these enor- 
mous profits. But just what, from a 
common sense 
standpoint, 
will this 


competition 
mean' 
It 
will mean, 


without 
at 
present 
going 
into 


figures, that 
the 
city 
will have 


to 
raise 
an 
annual 
revenue 


from 
its 
plant 
of 
some 
.$600,000 


It will mean, therefore, the necessary 
establishment of a water rate not less 
than the present one.,1 It means that 
every dollar of this amount which is 
not raised from the revenue of the wa- 
ter company will have to be raised by 
general taxation. So far as the Con- 
tra Costa Company is concerned, we 
will say that the effect of such com- 
petition will be the destruction of its 
stock values. 
"We will concede, if you 


please, as a business proposition, that 
it will mean that the bond holders 
will take over the property, but when 
that tune comes what has been ac- 
complished. Great loss will have fal- 
len upon the stockholders, it is true, 
but the Contra Costa properties 
are 


still there and still supplying- the city 
of Oakland. The bonded indebtedness 
of the Contra Costa is S3,500,OJ)0. The 
bonded indebtedness o£ the city of 
Oakland upon this plant will be $6,- 
000,000. As a'business proposition let 
us ask you how successfully can a 
concern in which $6,000,000 is invested 
compete with another which can sup- 
ply exactly the same goods and per- 
form just as good a service, and upon 
which the private owners, economical- 
ly administering it, need to get a re- 
turn upon only $3,500,000' To 
this 


question let answer be made by the 
water supply committee of the present 
Council, 
w hich 
comprised Messrs. 


Howard. Dornm, Cuvelher, Pendleton 
and Elliot. In their report of January 
18th, 1904, they say 
"Do the electors, 


who are property owners, desire to 
mortgage their property for the sum 
of $6,000.000 to embark in a struggle 
of indefinite length with an established 
concern for a division of its business, 
that yield in the gross only $600,000 
per annum? The prrvate corporation 
may be forced to suspend dividends 
and to default in the mteerst on its 
bonds. It may go through the process 
of a receivership and, a i vorganiza- 
tion, emerging with a reduced capital- 
ization 
and 
a lower 
indebtendess, 


but although' the share value may be 
wiped out and the bond value may be 
decreared, the plant and the system 
will still be in. existence, a standing 
menace to any similar investment on 
the part of the elty. Nor, because of 
a disagreement between toe citizens 
and the water company as to the val- 


ue of its prq-jerty, or as to the rates of 
revenue, does tfi'o committee feel justj- 
fied in 
recommendin 
a competing 


plant, and a consequent war of rates, 
for the purpose of beating the water 
company into subjection and ultimate- 
ly purchasing its system at a low price. 
We believe that the city's power should 
not be used for such purpose, and at 
such cost to itself.' 
V. 
IMPOSSIBILITY 
OIF OTHER 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


"There are other considerations of 


importance that need only to be sug- 
gested. 
This 
proposed 
bonded In- 


debtedness, with the bonds now out- 
standing, will practically exhaust the 
bonding capacity of the city, which, 
being 15 per 
cent 
upon $51,000,000, 


amounts to but $7t650,000 
When the 


limit of its borrowing capacity is thus 
reached, there is an end for a genera- 
tion to come of any prospect of the ac- 
quisition of parks, of the improvement 
of the sewer system, or of the erection 
of suitable municipal public buildings 


VI. TAXES. 


'The present tax rate of the City of 


Oakland is ?2 89, the city rate being 
$1.26, the county rate $1.63. With this 
extremely high percentage, drawn from 
a valuation of $55,000,000, this city has 
never yet been able to take proper care 
of its streets, to develop its sewers, or 
to construct creditable public build- 
ings. 
Yet it should be obseived that 


this tax rate is nearly 3 per cent, and 
Is quite as high a rate of interest as 
government bonds bear. Or, to put It 
in another way, if a man's house is as- 
sessed for two, three, four or five thou- 
sand dollars, it requires the savings 
bank Interest upon an equal sum of 
money to maintain his home, that is to 
say, to pay his taxes and insurance. 
The consequences which follow a high 
tax-rate should be apparent to every- 
one 
It is not alone that the owner 


of the property has to pay this high 
tax-rate, but the very fact that the 
tax is high depresses the value of all 
real estate, since it presents no tempt- 
ing offer to a man to oe told that be- 
fore he can look for any return from 
the land that he buys it must bring in 
some way three per cent for taxes. It 
means further that the interest to ev- 
ery borrower upon real estate is made 
correspondingly high, since every lend- 
er of money, in fixing his rale of inter- 
est, provides that 
in some way the 


borrower shall pay the taxes upon 
it. It means to the man who rents his 
house that his rents are higher, be- 
cause in that way the owner compels 
him to pay the taxes 
It means, lor 


the same reason that men looking 
to engage in business or manufacture 
will be discouraged by such a tax-rate, 
and will turn their attention to other 
localities. All these are the very ob- 
vious effects of an excessive tax-rate, 
but what will follow as to the tax-rate 
if such a competition as that proposed 
shall be entered into l>y the city? Let 
this question again be answered by an 
extract from the same report of the 
Council Committee, above quoted: 


" 'The results that would logically 


follow from such business rivalry are: 


1. A DIVISION OF THE BUSINESS' 
" 'It is safe to assume that the Con- 


tra Costa Company would lose 
the 


trade now controlled \,y the City Gov- 
ernment .As to the domestic supply, 
the trade would follow the lower cost. 
Civic pride will be captured by the 
cheaper water. There -\\ould be a pri- 
vate corporation fighting- for its life, 
and that would use methods to retain 
business that, this community would be 
loath to trust to City officials operat- 
ing through employes whose governing 
sentiments would be absolutely indif- 
ferent. 
Under such circumstances it 


would he an exaggeration to assume 
that the city could take away trom the 
present company more than fifty per 
cent of the volume, which averages 
about 10,000,000 gallons per day 
"II. SLAUGHTERING OF RATES.' 
" 'The private water company would 


set the pace for the city, and in order 
to get business the* city would be com- 
pelled to follow-, if not to offer the in- 
ducement of lower rates. The average 
rate received by the Contra Costa Wa- 
ter Company in 1902.was, as nearly as 
may be determined, about 16*4 cents 
per 1000 gallons. 
It is safer to say 


that, under the fierceness of rivalry, 
the average rate 
would drop to at 


least 10 cents per 1000 gallons, for du- 
ring the war between't.ie Contra Cos- 
ta and the Oakland Companies it -vent 
far below that figure. With these as- 
sumptions, which are too favorable to 
the city, we have a positive business of 
6,000,000 gallons per day, which, at 10- 
cents per 1000 would yield a gross in- 
come of $500 per day, $182,500 per. 
year, with which to meet fixed charges 
in the beginning of $390,000 per annum, 
plus operating expenses and renewals. 
It in a. sufficient answer to say that du- 


ring such a struggle tie loss to the 
city would meet its compensation' In 
the reduction of the total cost for wa- 
ter-furnished to.the coniamers? It Is 
doubtful whether, at the end of a year 
this would.be the sentiment ot the tax- 
payers. But assume.it to be true, what 
provision could be made to meet a cer- 
tain and a large deficit out of the'city's 
total revenue, which in 1903 was-J719.- 
556.40, and o fwhich $413,990.30 was 
absorbed in wages and, salaries, leaving 
a balance of only, $300,000, that.was 
found to be utterly inadequate for the 
other and pressing needs of the city.' 


"Upon this bonded indebtedness of 


56,000,000 the city must provide 4 per 
cent for interest and 2& per cent for 
bond redemption. The deterioration of 
the plant, as testified by the .engineers, 
amounts to 2% per cent more, and this 
requires "that provision" should be made 
in some way for that, of at the end of 
40 years the plant is worn out. No one 
pretends to say that a public concern 
.is operated as cheaply as a private 
concern, and the operating expenses 
of the existing company are sworn to 
as $177,002.13.

EN'S CLUBS. 


The 
only 
Scandinavian 
women's 


club in America has Its home in Bos- 
ton, and this Frederika Bremer soci- 
ety, as it is called, is the only organi- 
zation of foreign-born women in the 
Massachusetts 
State 
Federation of 


Women's Clubs, to which it belongs. 
The little band of 
not 
quite 100 is 


drawn together 
through 
loyalty 
to 


their mother country and a desire, to 
benefit their country women in Amer- 
ica.The Frederika Bremer society was 
founded by Miss Eigrid W. C. Lof- 
stedt in the spring of 1903. Twenty 
young women from Norway, Sweden 
and Denmark signed the constitution 
and set the-nselves to work to estjib- 
lish a homelike meeting place where 
they could be enjoy each other's soci- 
ety and be easily found by those need- 
ing assistance. 
The club grew so rapidly from the 


original score to 
ninety-eight today 
that the first suite: of five rooms was 
found too small to meet requirements, 
and a second 
apartment 
upon the 
floor was secured. These rooms, pret- 
tily furnished, are temporarily rented 
to Scandinavian women who prefer to 
be among friends rather than stop at 
hotels or boarding houses. One room 
is always kept for the unexpected 
guest, and many a young woman from 
the Northern' counties, finding herself 
out of funds, has gone there and been 
cordially entertained and helped to 
find employment. 


The real work of the club is to find 


situations for members or friends out 
of employment. Quite as beneficial and 
important 
as this is, the instruction 


in English and different branches of 
American housekeeipg, which may be 
obtained for a small fee. 
It is the intention 
of the club to 


have a representative meet each in- 
coming Scandinavian steamer at the 
pier, that 
young women 
from the 


home countries may 
receive aid or 


shelter if missed by expectant friends, 
and the protection of the society has 
proved of much advantage to those 
ignorant of America and its customs. 
Miss Signe Apenes, now president 


of the club, is a young Norwegian wo- 
man of much beauty and refinement. 
Highly educated and speaking excel- 
lent English, she is one of the most 
popular instructresses at the Sargetit 
school in Cambridge, where she teach- 
es medical and Swedish gymnastics. 


Miss Lofstdt was obliged by illness 


to return to her home in Sweden last 
summer, and she is now conducting 
her little farm with much enjoyment 
and good profit. It is her aim to make 
it a vacation place for working girls 
in the nearby cities. For eight years 
she was connected with the Boston 
Young Women's Christian 
Associa- 


tion, where she taught medical gym- 
nastics.

ODD INDUSTRIES OF PARIS. 
The ramasseur d'e nuit Is the hum- 
blest member of the ragpickers' corpo- 
ration. He is generally a laborer "out 
of worfc. and collects whatever he'can 
find and judges salable, from a scrap of 
paper or orange peel to a dilapidated 
stove. Take old boots, for example. 
However bad, they have a market yai- 
ue, for they always contain In the in- 
step one sound piece that can serve 
again, and generally two or three more 
at the heel and the back. Old provision 
tins, again, are full of money; the lead 
soldering can be removed and melted 
into cakes, wWIe the tin goes to make 
children's toys. There are about 6000 
of this'class of night birds in Paris. 
Another quaint night bird is the "guar- 
dian angel." 
The 'guardian angel" Is 
a person attached to the establishments 
of some mastroquets—low barkeepers 
—and certain public houses for the 
purpose of looking after the safety of 
drunken customers. 
He accompanies 
them to their -homes, defends them In 
case of need, as often as not has to put 
them to bed, and leaves them only 
when they are without the reach of 
mischief.' He earns about SO cents a 
day. Cases are also on record where 
| grateful drunkards have 
remembered 
the "angel" in their wills. 
To return 
the compliment, the 'angel" has Invest- 
ed some of his funds In the purchase of 
a barrow,' the object of which It but 
too obvious. 
An important night bird Is the mem- 
ber of the guild des, pattes mouillees. 
He deals in tobacco manufactured from 
stumps of cigars and cigarettes picked 
up in the street, and holds assizes on 
the - lace Maubert, by the statue of 
Etienne Dolet, twice a week, at 3 a, m.; 
on these days ahe square is called the 
"market of wet paws." 
The industry is quite remunerative, 
on a modest scale, of course, and would 
be even more so were It not for the 
Government, which stepped In with 
characteristic greed and on the grounds 
of the monopoly it holds proceeded to 
tax the tobacco collected with so rnucU 
painstaking care.—P»J1 Mall Gazette.

COMETS TOLD OF 


ASTRONOMER 
AITKEN 
TELLS 


OF MOVEMENTS OF HEAV- 


ENLY BODIES. 


BERKELEY, February 25.—The prin- 


cipal article in the latest Lick Observa- 
tory Bulletin Issued by the University 
Press gives an account of Assistant As- 
tronomer Altken's investigation of 
the 


raotlon of the comet discovered by Mr. 
Borrelly at Marseilles on December 28, 
2904. Instead of being merely a transient 
visitor, as some comets are, Mr. Aitken 
finds that this comet is a member of the 
solar sysrcm, and that !t makes a com- 
plete revolution about the sun 
once in 
seven years and three months. It reached 
Its point of nearest approach to the sun 
on January 16 of this year, passing be- 
tween the orbits of the earth and Mars. 
In about three and one-half years it will 
reach the further limit of Its orbit, and 
will then be outside ot the orbit of Jup- 
iter. 
The bulletin also contains Dr. Aitken,'s 
observations of this comet, an extension 
of his ephemeris for Giacobinl'e comet of 
last December, and further observations, 
by Mr. J. D. Maddrill of the comet dis- 
covered by Brooks in April, 190-i.

WRITES OF 


IRRIGATION 


Professor Wickson Con- 


tributes Facts to Im- 


portant Subject, 


BERKELEY, Feb. 25.—Professor E. J. 


Wickson, head of agricultural practice in 
the University of-California, has written 
a-valuable article on "The Use of Irri- 
gation for Different Crops,". Regarding 
irrigation. Professor Wickson says: 


"If one could prepare plain schedules 


of the amounts of water to use for dif- 
ferent crops with the dates at which the 
water should be applied, and could make 
such a schedule in all respects con- 
ductive to the highest success with all 
,the plants specified, the service would.be 
worth more to the country than the thirty 
odd millions of" dollars which are now 
lying in 'the treasury at 
Washington 


awaiting expenditure In irrigation devel- 
opment. 
But no one can ever perform 


such a valuable service; In fact no one 
can ever make out such a* schedule for a. 
single one of the numerous crops which 
are grown by irrigation which would be- 
more trustworthy than was the 
'old 


farmers' almanac,' as a weather prophet. 


"It is a wise man who knows just when 
to use water and just how much to use 
for the best growth of the crops on his 
own farm. It is beyond human wisdom to 
describes times and amounts for all crops 
in all places. This proposition should 'be 
generally understood, tor it is funda- 
mental in irrigation practice and the fol- 
lowing truths are involvtd In it: 
"(a) 
Different plants require different 
amounts of water at different times in 
the growing season. 
"(b) Different soils require different 
amounts of water to produce satisfactory 
growth of plants. 
"(c) 
Different local climates, chiefly 
because of the different degrees of thirst 
in the air, require different amounts of 
water and different intervals between 
applications, for the same crop. 
"It appears then that the irrigator 
must know the needs of his plants, the 
water-capacity of his soil and the rate of 
M.se by the plant as well as* the rate of 
waste 'at different times of the year. It 
would be exceedingly hard to express any 
of these mathematically and with such 
variable conditions the most accurate ex- 
pression of that kind would have very 
narrow application. Fortunately, how- 
ever, the plant itself is an unerring reve- 
lator and gives signs of thrift, content, 
productive ability, or the reverse of these, 
as the case may be, and these are the 
signs which the Irrigator must learn to 
recognize, for they convey the deepest 
meaning- to the intelligent observer. 
"Do not look, then, for easy recipes 
for irrigation. 
Receive suggestions from 
the methods of others as they appear in 
print, or are demonstrated in garden, field 
and orchard, but do not look upon the 
practice of other men on other lands as 
a thing to be imitated by you without 
thought to see whether the plants show 
you that they are fully suited and thus 
prove to you that your conditions are 
like those of the other men. When his 
is done there is often much to be gained 
by imitation. 
"To know a plant's condition by its 
looks is "not always easy or simple, but 
the beginner must learn to do it. Of 
course, for this brief outline we must rule 
out all unthrift .of plants caused by in- 
sects or plant diseases or by alkali or 
other defects of the soil. Attention must 
be .confined wholly to the influences of 
adequate moisture and of the lack of it. 
"Irrigation is a rational proceeding and 
cannot be mastered without close local 
observation and earnest thought. Grow- 
ing plants by irrigation is a higher art 
than growing them 'by rainfall; it pro- 
duces richer results and reaches them 
with greater certainty."
